The Old Dominion 


At the top is part of the large commer- 
cial herd of R. W. Moore & Son, near Staun- 
ton, Virginia.

Good grass and good cattle on the page 
opposite combine to make this attractive 
setting at Mirador Farms, near Greenwood, 
Virginia. As the former Langhorne Estate 
Mirador has an interesting historical back- 
ground. The present owners brought the 
Doddie herd to Mirador from their former 
location, Stone Hill Farm at Freehold, New 
Jersey. 


OMEONE has said that tradition is a great thing except where 
wit interferes with today’s living. But this statement does not 
apply to Virginia, or Virginia Aberdeen-Angus activities. 

Virginia, the Old Dominion, has a long and proud history. But 
rather than bask in past glory it is a foreward looking state. This 
applies to all phases of industry and agriculture. Right now we 
are interested in Virginia’s pioneering with the promotion of Black 
cattle. 

No state group has done more in mevchandising and distrib- 
uting Aberdeen-Angus cattle than have the breeders of the Old 
Dominion; few groups have done as much. The strong and active 
Virginia Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association is a happy balance 
between large, “name” herds and smaller farmer-breeder herds; 
between owners with considerable cash backing and nien who are 
making their living from Angus and increasing the size and quality 
of their herds from sales of surplus cattle; of pure bred breeders 
and commercial cattle operators. 

The Virginia Angus Association today has a membership in 
excess of 800 breeders. Just a short time ago, before the current 
expansion program was started, it had 160. The Association oc- 
cupies its own home, a new and attractive stone building on the 
edge of Charlottesville. It has a paid secretary and an assistant 
field man. It promotes 12 to 14 sales a year. 

Back of the success of the Virginia Association is more than 
mere figures. As in every other record of accomplishment the hu- 
man factor is paramount. It started with a group of public-spirited 
breeders who were willing to underwrite a more ambitious breed 
expansion program until it could carry its own weight. Some 
doubted that the plan could be self-supporting. Then they looked 
around for a combination cattleman-salesman to carry the ball. 
Fortunately they had him available in the state. A man who knew 
local and state problems and conditions and whose reaction to a 
“No” was to work even harder. 

Any attempt to emphasize the job done by Dave Canning as 
secretary-sales manager of the Virginia Association would bring a 
verbal explosion from the transplanted North Dakotan. “There are 
no better cooperators in the world than we have here in Virginia. 
We have some great people and some great grass country. The 
job has been to get more of these good people, with good grass, into 
the Angus business.” 

And it must be added that getting them into the Angus busi- 
ness and the Association has not been enough. Helping these new 
people get started right, helping them to take care of their cattle, 
and helping them sell their surplus cattle to good advantage is one 
vf the most important jobs of the Virginia Association, is Dave 
Canning’s opinion.

Another “must” is the matter of holding sales each year in 
new territory. “It isn’t a matter of selling numbers in these sales 
—maybe the people in these new sections aren't ready to take 50 
or 60 head—but hold the sales anyway and have some decent cattle 
there for them. You will start new herds and open up a market 
for more cattle the next year.” 

Another thing which must be encouraged by, every association 
seeking to expaud is promotion of commercial cattle. “Help these 
boys get cow numbers and help them sell their calves in the fall 
and you have built up an important outlet for a lot of bulls,” is

“But you need these new people,” Dave points out, 
So we started the

“and they need your help in selling their cattle. 
‘Farmer’s Chance’ sales.” 

These calf sales take only animals 7 to 12 months of age; 
raised without benefit of a nurse cow; nothing sold under halter; 
the only training necessary is in the case of bull calves—they must 
be broke to stand haitered and tied. “So when a new man says 
that he is afraid to consign anything of a sale because of his inex- 
perience I just tell him; ‘you sure as the dickens can wean one, 
can’t you.’ ” 

Usually these young cattle are sold in pens of five. The sales 
have proven very satisfactory—both for the buyer and seller. Be- 
ing young and unfitted and without much money in them the seller 
does not expect as much as at a fitted sale. However, breeding and 
conformation still pay off in a sale of this kind; a Georgina heifer 
bringing $5,000 to a new breeder in one of them. Two additional 
“Farmer’s Chance” calf sales will be held this fall. 

So let’s visit some herds in the Old Deminion, some new, some 
old; most of them pure bred, but one a top commercial outfit. 


Hawkwood, Gordonsville 


One’s first impression of Hawkwood, the new home of John 
and Helen Small, is that it is an ideal cattle farm. This impres- 
sion increases as one goes over this most attractive place. There 
is a world of good bluegrass and lespedeza, Shade and water are 
available in every pasture. In fact the whole farm is in pasture. 

The Smalls are not new to the Aberdeen-Angus business. Their 
former farm was Rolling Ridge, at Laytonsville, Maryland. It was 
near Washington, where Mr. Small had his business, and while it 
was a good live stock farm it was not large enough for the number 
of cattle which the Smalls wished to carry.

After considerable searching word was received of a farm near 
Gordonsville, Virginia. It had over 1,100 acres, more than half in 
timber. John Small got a look at it one afternoon and before 
evening had signed the papers. “I werked on the assumption that 
first impressions are oftentimes the most reliable,” he says with a 
smile. “In the case of Hawkwood it was the right decision. We 
have never regretted it.” 

The timber land on the higher, rougher, ground has since 
been sold leaving an ideal stock farm of 550 acres. Today there is 
more than enough feed and pasture for the Hawkwood herd. 
Lespedeza is the main hay crop, and affords plenty of summer pas- 
ture. In addition there has been surplus hay to sell—‘something 
we were not used to on the smaller farm.” 

The move to Hawkwood has also signaled John Small’s partial 
retirement from his Washington business. But this does not neces- 
sarily mean a quiet life, as any one with Doddies can tell you— 
“just a more interesting one.” 

John Small’s advent into the Aberdeen-Angus business was in 
1937. At this time he bought twelve heifers from the pioneer Vir- 
ginia herd of Charles T. Neale of Gordsonville. Now, fifteen years 
later, he is a neighbor of Mr. Neale. The first bull used in the 
Small herd—then in Maryland—was from Creswell Farms in Vir- 
ginia. He was a double-bred General 2d of Page bull. Following 
him was Blackbird Bandolier of Anoka 19th, by Bandolier of Anoka 
10th and out of a Blackbird Bandolier of Page dam. In turn he 
was succeeded by Prince Sunbeam 62d, by Prince Sunbeam 29th 
and out of a Barbarosa dam by the champion Black Prince of Sun- 
beam. He was purchased in the 1947 Sunbeam sale. In 1949 the 
Smalls bought at the National Show and Sale at Dallas the top of 
that auction, Bandoliermere 42d. A Tolan consignment he was by 
Eva's Bandolier Lad and out of a double bred Prizemere 364th dam. 

Two sons of purchased bulls have also contributed a lot to the 
quality and type of the Hawkwood herd. One was B. B. Pride 
Bandolier R. R., by Blackbird Bandolier of Anoka 19th; the other 
Prince Edellor R. R., by Prince Sunbeam 62d and out of a Provost 
of Bordulac dam. The calves of this latter bull are just coming 
into their own and are strictly fancy. In fact the Hawkwood own- 
er and the herd manager, Donald Mehmel, find themselves in the 
happy position of not knowing which bull is doing the best job— 
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Scenic, Productive Virginia

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the home-bred, sire of Surbeam extraction, or the son of Eva’s 
Bandolier Lad. 


The fifteen year job of building which John Small has been 
doing has been a thorough and painstaking une, and it is produc- 
ing results through the public acceptance of the production of the 
herd. Foundation cows at Hawkwood, formerly Rolling Ridge, 
came from a number of top dispersions including Hanna Stock 
Farms, Hartley, Kenneth McGregor and Blakeford. Others were 
added from production and association sales. And while buying 
has not been in numbers it has been on a quality basis. A number 
of families have done well at Hawkwood, but probably the one 
which has produced more tops than any other has been the Edellas. 
Another good one has been the Bandinas, going back to Eva Ban- 
dolier 2d, a daughter of Bandolier of Anoka. One of the fanciest 
heifers we have seen in a long time, and in the Hawkwood herd, 
belongs to this strain. 


G. Dayton Hodges, Staunton 


One of the practical farm herds of Aberdeen-Angus, of which 
you will find many in the old Dominion, is that of G. Dayton 
Hodges, near Staunton. This is in Augusta county, second county 
in the state in cattle production. While much of the land is rolling 
it is a limestone soil which grows good grass crops. Here, in the 
southern Shenandoah Valley, is one of the good appie growing sec- 
tions of the east. In fact Dayton Hodges has been primarily an 
orchardist until recent years. But the force of circumstances in 
the form of low apple prices and the ever-increasing disease prob- 
lem has resulted in most of the orchard land being bulldozed out 
and seeded to grass. “And, fortunately, I had the Angus to the 
use that grass,” he says. 


The Virginia breeder is a native of eastern Tennessee and came 
into this part of Virginia in 1927 to teach school. Born and raised 
on a farm he always had been interested in agriculture. In 1933 
the opportunity presented itself to get on a farm. In 1937 the 
now director of the Virginia Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Associa- 
tion got started in the Angus business—with two $37.50 heifer 
calves. Today there are 180 pure bred Blacks on the 750 acres. 
The 80 producing cows by be increased somewhat as the last of the 
apple trees are being discarded. (Please turn to page 162

Is An Important Task 


By JAMES V. COYNER 


NE OF THE several duties of an Angus Association fieldman 

is to answer questions from the many breeders concerning 
their problems with purebred Angus cattle. And not the least of 
these questions is in regard to tattooing of calves, or the new sys- 
tem of tattooing, as some refer to the recent rule change. It is 
through this medium, of typewriter and paper, that I would like to 
clear up this important problem, and to stress its importance and 
value to you. 

Tattooing is a simple task! It need not be thought of as a 
dirty, difficult chore to be put off until another day. Tattooing is 
a prerequisite for registration of the calf and the new rule is the 
simplest way that it can be written to cover the subject. It was 
done for your benefit, to simplify tattooing proceedure and to 
further secure the identity of each of your registered Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle. 

Rule 15 of Section II of the By-Laws of the American Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders’ Association, effective June 1, 1942, requires 
that every animal, for which an application for entry is submitted, 
be tattooed in both ears. By action of the Board of Directors on 
March 30, 1951 the rule was amended to read as follows: “Every 
animal for which an application for entry is submitted must be 
ear-tattooed. Each breeder shall devise his own plan of tattoo 
identificition, and may use a series of numbers, or letters, or com- 
bination of numbers and letters; providing that the same tattoo 
mark shall be placed in both ears of an individual animal, and that 
each animal to be registered by anv one breeder be tattooed dif- 


ferently. Every registered animal soid at auction or private treaty 
must carry a readable tattoo and if, upon examination, there is not 
a legible tattoo, the Association may cancel the registration and 
declare such animal a grade.” This is as simple and clear as it 


at hand before 


sounds. Read it over again carefully. Each breeder shall devise 
his own system of numbers and letters. Our only requirements are 
that both ears be tattooed alike and each calf be tattooed different- 
ly. Every animal must carry a readable tattoo, or stand the pos- 
siblity of having its certificate cancelled. 


“It is important that henceforth each breeder maintain ade- 
quate permanent herd records, clearly identifying all animals reg- 
istered by him, by name, registration number and tattoo marks. It 
will no longer be possible for the Association office to identify an- 
imals from their tattoo marks alone. No records of tattooing will 
be kept as letter combinations will no longer be assigned to breed- 
ers by the Association. The only record will appear on the regis- 
tration certificate.” The above quotations are the amended rule, 
and are from a letter dated April 23, 1951, from the Secretary of 
this Association and went to all the membership of the Association. 
The second paragraph of the quotation clearly shows that it is a 
necessity for breeders to keep records, better still a duplicate set 
of records, kept in different places in case of fire destroying the 
farm office, house or wherever you keep your farm and livestock 
records. The responsibility of readable tattoos is now placed 
squarely on the breeder. 

Once you start on a definite system of tattooing your calves, 
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Tattoo at completion of job. 


follow it continuously and keep good permanent records. Your 
responsibility as a breeder does not necessarily end when you sell 
and transfer an animal! Many instances can be recited where 
valuable purebred animals have been reduced to the value of ordi- 
nary livestock by death of owner or loss by fire, leaving no written 
record setting forth method of identification. 

Your tattoo is your brand! The best mark of identity yet de- 
vised for cattle is tattooing the ears with indelible ink. 

A suggested plan. A plan with a great many advantages, and 
which is as simple and foolproof as can be, makes use of one initial 
followed by the number of the calf and a final digit showing the 
year of calving. For example, my few calves are tattooed like this: 


left ear right ear 


Ist 1952 calf C12 
2d 1952 calf... C22 
3d 1952 calf. C32 
Next year my calf crop will be tattooed by the same system: 
left ear right ear 
1st 1953 calf C13 
2d 1953 calf..... C23 
3d 1953 calf C33 

So you can easily see the system we recommend, each calf car- 
ries the same mark in both ears, and each and every calf has a 
different identification mark. Once the system has been started 
it should be followed consistently. 

When should you tattoo? This question is often brought up, 
and while it is usually a matter of personal preference, the only 
answer is to tattoo when the calves are young. A small calf is 
more easily managed or handled, frequently without tying and with 
less labor required. If you will tattoo the calves soon after they 
are born there is no doubt as to their identity, but check them 
again before they are weaned and while still nursing the cows, and 
if the tattoos are not perfectly legible, put it in the ear again. 
Always check tattoos on young cattle each time they are going 
through the chute. This would, of course, very somewhat with the 
range man who doesn’t get his calves up but once and that in the 
fall, but most of our eastern breeders handle their cattle often 
enough to tattoo all the new calves every few weeks. On older 
cattle always secure them properly in a chute using the headgate 
before attempting to tattoo. 

Application of instrument, Every Aberdeen-Angus breeder 
should first provide all the necessary equipment to do the job at 
hand. A few simple steps will sum up the entire operation. 

1. Have ali necessary equipment or materials on hand. 

2. Properly secure the animals, the method depending on its 
size. 

3. Clean the ear, preferably with alcohol and cloth, although 


cloth and water will do. 
On tattooi (1) Clean ear of calf with cotton and 
oS. Keren prior to tattooing; (2) ouply > plier between ribs or cords =< 


ear carefully avoiding bl vessels; (3) bbed into holes made by ta 
plier. Check to see that ink enters each perforation. 
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4. Set proper letters and digits in machine and check on a 
piece of paper for accuracy. 


5. Set tattoo plier over proper spot in ear, (between the ribs 
or cords to avoid blood vessels) press hard and release quickly. 


6. Rub ink or paste into the holes or perforations (rub hard, 
too!) 


7. Check to see that each perforation or tiny hole is filled 
with ink. 


8. Record calf, tattoo marks, sire, dam and other information 
in your notebook. 


These eight steps may seem long and drawn out, but I know 
they are all part of a smooth and properly finished tattooing job. 


Another question that often arises is over whether to use ink 
or paste. I personally prefer the paste because I feel I can do a 
better job with it, however the important thing is to be sure you 
fill those tiny holes with either liquid ink or paste. To me, there 
is a decided advantage in using tattoo ink paste in preference to 
tattoo ink. The paste can be easily controlled by your finger and 
stays on the spot while you are rubbing it in, whereas liquid ink 
is thin and runs off. I would suggest you break out a new bottle 
of ink or paste, each season, and to thin it out, if necessary, use a 
few drops of alcohol. The tattoo instrument is usually in the form 
of a plier with a revolving head, with spaces for inserting letter 
and digit dies. These digits have pins in the outline of the figures 
or letters to puncture the skin when the instrument is applied. 
Always try the pliers on a piece of paper before using to make 
sure the letters or numbers are properly placed. 


When tattooing a calf stand in front and hold the instrument 
handle down so numbers will be right side up in the ear. Select a 
spot near the center of the ear, between the ribs and cords and away 
from the hair around the edges of the ear. (Placing the tattoo on 
these ribs or cords results in a poor mark and excess bleeding.) 
Hold the head securely and place the ear between the jaws of the 
instrument, close the tool firmly and release quickly to avoi\ tear- 
ing and scratching. Then with finger rub a liberal quantity of the 
ink or paste into the holes. I like to have the flat surface of my 
other hand behind the ear to give something firm to rub against. 
Don’t be too stingy with the paste or ink. 


If bleeding occurs then you will have to use more paste or ink 


and rub longer, until the bleeding stops. (Paste is definitely better 
here). The secret of the operation is to get the ink or paste well 
in below the surface so that the skin may heal over it. It is not 
worth while to apply ink to the ear before applying the plier as the 
pins on the dies do not carry any of it into the holes. Before you 
turn the calf loose make a record of the marks you have just placed 
in its ear in your herd record book. Don’t depend on memory. 


Check your tattoos. If your calves are tattooed when very. 
young, check their ear marks at every opportunity, such as vaccina- 
tion and weaning. If they are not readable, do it over. A new 
breeder loses faith in you quickly if the tattoos on his newly pur- 
chased cattle are not plain, and their authenticity is open to ques- 
tion. When selling cattle at public sale or private treaty always 
make sure the tattoos are legible and that they agree with the 
registration certificate. 


When you have difficulty reading a tattoo, clean the ear prop- 
erly or hold a strong light behind the ear. Marken the front of 
the ear so the light illuminates the tattoos from behind. When 
you have finished a particular group of calves, or a days work, it 
is suggested you thoroughly clean and sterilize your tattoo instru- 
ments before putting them away. Any good disinfectant or boiling 
will do. This reduces the danger of warts and infection. Warts are 
contagious and can be transmitted to other animals by your tattoo 
equipment. 

In conclusion, one final word of advice to you on this most im- 
portant subject of tattoos. When you are selling or buying reg- 
istered Angus cattle check to see if the tattoos are readable and in 
agreement with the certificate.

Lifetime Breeder, Showman, Judge 


My personal recollection of these days, 
despite their inconveniences and their long 
hours of hard work, is that they were happy 
days for me, full of promise and enthusiasm 
for the future. But such reminiscing is not 
the real purpose of this article, which is to 
point out some of the changes that have 
taken place in our Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
business and to note some of the progress 
which has been made since I first learned of 
the superior beef qualities of this now uni- 
versally favorably known breed. 


In the early days to which I refer, the 
Angus breed was comparatively new in 
America and its activities were confined 
principally to what is generally known as 
the Middle West or Cornbelt. Iowa, Missouri 
and Illinois in about the order named, con- 
tained probably three-fourths of all the 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the United States 
at that time. And a large majority of the 
supporters of the breed were just plain 
farmers and livestock breeders who were 


optimistic never dreamed of them gaining 
a foothold. Great as this diffusion of the 
breed’s influence to all parts of the country 
has been there is still room for more ad- 
vancement and this is going on all the time. 
Angus cattle are becoming ever more pop- 
ular throughout the nation as well as in 
other beef producing areas of the world. 


Going back to the early day breeders, I 
remember that there seemed to be quite a 
distinct line drawn between what in the 
minds of a good many at least were con- 
sidered big breeders and the small operators 
who were known as the small breeder. And 
it goes without saying that the small breed- 
er greatly outnumbered those who were 
rated as big operators. As a matter of fact, 
by present day standards there were very 
few breeders then who could qualify as be- 
ing in the big breeder class. The majority, 
as has already been stated, were farmers 
and stock raisers whose operations were 
limited. 


There was, however, as I look back upon 
the activities of the breed in my earliest as- 
sociation with it, another distinct class who 
took up the breeding of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle and who were vitally interested in the 
promotion of the breed. And this group con- 
sisted of young men who had little to sus- 
tain them aside from their fortitude and 
their determination to succeed. And the vast 
majority of these young men did succeed 
and eventually became influential in breed 
affairs. A number of them, as I recall, be- 
came leaders. It was a sad reflection on our 
then existing National financial structure 
that many of these people, through no fault 
of their own, were completely wiped out 
during the great depression of the early 
thirties, and many of them were unable to

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Central Illinois 4-H Activity

ETHER you're looking for purebred, commercial or 4-H 

club calves a good place to start is the Central Illinois Breed- 

ers’ Association with headquarters located at Cengerville. Ags one 

of the leading associations of the country, the organization boasts 

some 5,000 breeding cows with four regularly scheduled sales each 

year.’ Of special note, however, within the organization is the back- 
ing and promotion given to 4-H activities. 


As an outstanding association along both purebred and com- 
mercial lines, the group feels that a strong foundation in 4-H work 
is essential in order to maintain a top-flight organization. In ac- 
cordance, the Central association holds yearly calf sales with 
around 100 steers and 50 registered heifers being offered to 4-H 
and F.F.A. members. In addition the association pays $100 for 
Grand Championship at any of the major shows—$25 for county 
shows—with cattle purchased in these sales. These premiums, 
which are good throughout the country, are available to any 4-H 
or F.F.A. member. This year’s calf sale is scheduled in the asso- 


ciation’s pavilion at Congerville on November 8, with Secretary- 
Treasurer Forrest Lemons in charge. 


The result of these sales and premiums has naturally boosted 
4-H activities both within and without the organization. In select- 
ing material for our Junior Breeder section this month we visited 
the Central association and gathered the following information on 
four typical 4-H members. Included in our discussion are Don 
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Walker and Karen Kuhfuss, both af Mackinaw, Betty Hartter, of 
Carlock, and Delbert Rahe, of Chapin. 

Don Walker, a lad whose efforts were largely instrumental in 
the production of the 1948 International Grand Champion Females, 
ranks as one of the top 4-H showman of the association. Don, who 
took his first bite of 4-H work at the age of ten in 1944, has been 
a consistent winner in the showring ever since. Most prominent of 
his winning calves was Eileenmere’s Effie W., a typy, feminine 
heifer, which climbed the road from county to International Grand 
Champion. This heifer, sired by Effie’s Eileenmere J. out of Bert- 
ram’s Blackcap Sharp 10th, stepped from the county fair to the 
Junior Championship at the Illinois State Fair at Springfield in 
1948. Moving into the open class she held her ewn bowing only to 
Tolan’s Pside of Dee-L-Vee fox the Grand Championship. Follow- 
ing the Illinois show Don’s heifer was purchased ty the Tolans, 
who saw her outstanding possibilities. Entered by them in the 
International that fall she emerged as Grand Champion. 

Other winnings by Don, who graduated from high school this

The First Occupation 


THE REV. JAMES L, NEIGHBOURS 


NE of the ancient laws in regard to 
Ceca was that of leaving a part 
of the harvest for the poor. In the book of 
Leviticus we read that, when one reaps the 
harvest of his land, he shall not wholly reap 
the corners of the field, neither shall he 
gather the gleanings of the harvest. Also, 
one shall not glean his vineyard, neither 
shall he gather every grape of the vineyard, 
but he shall leave some for the poor and 
the stranger. God requires of every man a 
kindly consideration of the poor, Jesus also 
taught kindness toward the poor. When the 
rich young ruler came to Jesus and asked 
him what he should do to inherit eternal 
life, Jesus told him to keep the command- 
ments. The young man then said that he 
had kept all of the commandments from his 
youth. Jesus then told him to sell what he 
had, give to the poor, and come and follow 
him, The young man went away in sadness 
because he had great wealth. 

I was very much interested to find a 
custom in some parts of Europe where peo- 
ple had planted cherry trees and other fruit 
trees along the roadside so that any 
stranger or any person in need could help 
himself to the fruit as he passed along the 
road. Today our world is in great need of 
more kindness and thoughtfulness of one 
toward another. 

Again in the book of Leviticus we read 
about the Children of Israel being directed 
to take a sheaf of the first fruits of their 
harvest to the priest. The priest was to take 
the sheaf and wave it before the Lord as 
an acknowledgment of His bounty, and a 
consecration of the harvest to Him. This 
was to be done on the first day after the 
Passover Sabbath. A sheaf of barley was 
usually presented, because that was the 
first grain reaped. After this duty was per- 
formed the produce could be used, the whole 
offering having been consecrated to God by 
the offering of the first fruits. It was on 
the morning of the same day upon which 
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of Man

days looked upon agriculture, and what an impor- 
tant place it held in the economy of that time. 


the high priest waved before the Lord the 
first ripe sheaf that Jesus Christ arose from 
the dead, the “first fruit? of them that 
slept.” Today there are a number of church- 
es which observe what is called Harvest- 
Festival. At Harvest-Festival time a part 
of the harvest is brought to the church by 
the various members. The produce is then 
sold and the proceeds are used for home 
and foreign missions. Thus, we see the mod- 
ern fulfillment of the requirement to divide 
the harvest with the poor, and to consecrate 
the harvest to God. 


There is an interesting story found in the 
book of First Samuel. The Israelites were 
to be a peculiar people. They were to be 
governed directly by God himself. However, 
they became forgetful of their relation to 
God and ungrateful to Samuel, They began 
to demand a king like the other nations 
around them had. The original constitution 
of the Israelitish state did not require, 
though it would permit, a succession of gen- 
erals or judges, or a race of kings. As the 
appointment of the former came about 
through the frequent relapses of the people 
into idolatry, and their consequent subjuga- 
tion by their enemies, so the regal institu- 
tion originated in their culpable desire to 
resemble the nations around them. A king- 
ly government was by no means evil in it- 
self, and actually it had been provided for 
in the law as recorded in the book of Deu- 
teronomy the 17th chapter. However, for 
the nation to be immediately under the com- 
mand of God, and to be, by His special in- 
terposition, in answer to fervent prayer, 
rescued from trouble and peril, was far bet- 
ter for them. Instead, however, of seeking 
the restoration of their national prosperity 
by sincere repentance, the Children of 
Israel chose to give up the peculiar privi- 
leges of the theocracy, and to resort to the 
principles and policy of other nations. It is 
a natural tendency of man to prefer his own 
resources to dependance upon God’s help. 


This demand for a king displeased Samuel 
very much. There was every reason why it 
should distress him. That, after the solemn 
lesson taught him years before in Eli’s fam- 
ily, his own sons should have gone astray, 
must have been quite humiliating. He must 
at the same time have keenly felt the dis- 
regard shown him by the people, after long 
years spent in their service. Nevertheless, 
in his displeasure he went to God. This was 
the sin of the people in Samuel’s eyes. How- 
ever, he had decided to leave the decision 
with God. Samuel then gave a description 
of what a king would be like. He said: “He 
will take your sons, and appoint them for 
himself, for his chariots, and to be his 
horsemen; and some shall run before his 
chariots. And he will appoint him captains 
over thousands, and captains over fifties; 
and will set them to ear his ground, and to 
reap his harvest, and to make his instru- 
ments of war, and instruments of his 
chariots.” He went on to tell all of the 
things a king would have a right to do, not 
according to the law of Moses, but of the 
practice of kings of the surrounding na- 
tions; and it agrees exactly with Eastern 
despotism where it still exists. And it so 
happened in later years that, the Hebrew 
monarchy sank very low, both in Judah and 
Israel. It is especially interesting to note 
how the monarchs of that time held the 
greater part of the land, and how they 
forced their subjects to cultivate it for 
them. 


In the book of Second Kings we read 
about Hezekiah’s prayer to God to save his 
people from the hand of Sennacherib. The 
prayer of Hezekiah implied that childlike 
confidence which impels the believer to lay 
open all of his concerns before the all-seeing 
God. In this particular prayer Hezekiah, like 
Solomon, recognized at once God’s special 
protection of His people, and His universal 
presence and sovereignty over all things.

INTERESTING MEAT EXHIBITS 
AT FAIRS 

Interesting, pertinent and usable infor- 
mation concerning meat, of interest to 
homemakers as well as persons in all walks 
of life, is reaching groups in cities from 
‘coast to coast through educational meat ex- 
hibits set up by the National Live Stock 
and Meat Board. 

These exhibits are being featured at state 
fairs, livestock expositions, food shows and 
other events, according to the Board which 
reports that to date, the 1952 exhibit sched- 
ule includes cities in 17 different states. 

The exhibits cover a variety of subjects— 
storage of meat in freezer units, economy 
ways with meat, low temperature meat 
cookery, the nutritional importance of meat, 
types of hog carcasses, beef and lamb 
grades, the importance and utilization of 
lard, etc. 

In connection with the subject of meat 
refrigeration, one of the exhibits displays 
features meat cuts fashioned for freezing, 
including cuts of beef, pork and lamb. 

The Board calls attention to the fact that 
at each meat exhibit, thousands of persons 
are cooperating with its staff members in 
a survey designed to secure consumer ideas 
on certain meat and lard subjects. The sur- 
vey is revealing some very interesting and 
practical facts. 

Speaking of the Board’s meat exhibit 
program, R. C. Pollock, General Manager 
said, “Our experience with this phase of 
meat education shows that meat exhibits 
are equally popular with people from farms, 
towns and cities—with homemakers, farm- 
ers and ranchers, office workers and per- 
sons of many occupations and vocations. All 
are intensely interested in the various 
phases of the meat story. A total of more 
than 2% million persons visited our exhibits 
last year”.

MEAT CARE.AND COOKERY SCHOOLS 
The week of September 7th marks the 
opening of a cooking school program which 
within the next nine months will extend into 
some 45 cities across the country and will 
reach hundreds of thousands of homemakers 
with down-to-earth facts about meat, that 
every woman wants to know, according to 
the National Live Stock and Meat Board? 


This nation-wide educational event is the 


Board’s own “Creative Foods Cooking 
School”, the first sessions of which will be 
launched simultaneously at Cumberland, 
Maryland and Decatur, Illinois. Conducted 
by the Board’s field home economists and 
sponsored by daily newspapers, each school 
offers four days of intensive instruction on 
meat. This includes lessons on modern cook- 
ery method:, care and storage’ of meat in 
the home, identification of meat cuts, ways 
of using lard, new meat recipes, new ideas 
on variety meats and canned meats, the food 
value of meat and other subjects. 


In addition to the regular cooking school 
program, a special 8-minute feature is pre- 
sented by the lecturer each day. This will 
include lessons in garnishing, new ideas for 
sandwiches and a cutting demonstration 
showing the homemaker how to uti'‘ze a 
particular meat cut in meal planning. A 
homemaker meat survey will also be con- 
ducted during each school.

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stead of competition and rivalry it seems 
rather that there is a spirit of comradeship, 
of lending a helping hand to each other in 
order to give our breed the greatest possible 
promotion. 

We have no bone of contention with the 
recognized live stock publications since they 
have always operated in a fair and square 
manner. They did not try to pull any shoddy 
tricks on breeders of Aberdeen-Angus, nor 
on each other as salesmen of advertising 
space to the single breed. 

However, in January 1952, a brand new 
live stock publication appeared on the mar- 
ket, it is the INTERNATIONAL CATTLE- 
MAN, published in Houston, Texas, claim- 
ing a wide circulation in six gulf stream 
states and Pan-American countries. Right 
from the first issue this new magazine car- 
ried a predominate amount of Aberdeen- 
Angus advertising, mostly on spring sales, 
and it seemed strange to us that they would 
sell advertising space to consignment sales 
far removed from their territory. They car- 
ried full page ads on consignment sales in 
North Dakota, Minnesota, Iowa, Ohio, Illi- 
nois, Kentucky, Virginia, etc., and in several 
instances ran ads that were merely photo- 
graphed direct from the JOURNAL, then 
made into plate form and printed in this 
new magazine, several of these ads had been 
especially prepared in the JOURNAL of- 
fices and we had forwarded complete plates 
to the various livestock publications that 
were included in the advertising budget of 
the sales and we knew that no copy had

A powerful show of qualty cattle opened 
the central states Aberdeen-Angus circuit 
August 12 at the Illinois State Fair. It was 
a breed exhibit lacking in tail-enders and 
with a lot of depth of quality in every class. 
In short, the Doddie display at Spring- 
field was a very fitting contribution by the 
breed to the Centennial celebration of the 
Illinois Fair, The largest ringside and gal- 


lery attendance in many years watched the 
very able officiating of Judge H. H. Kildee 


of Iowa State College. That no wps were 
“lost” in class, and that the championships 
and lesser placings met with general ap- 
proval, is no surprise to those who have 
watched Dean Kildee in action. 

The Angus breeding classes brought out 
a total of 160 head—the same number as in 
1951. Also, the cattle were divided evenly to 
the head compared with last year’s show at 
Springfield—63 bulls, 97 females. 

J. Garrett Tolan Farms of Pleasant 
Plains, Illinois, brought out another great

show string and took three firsts each in 
bulls and females to dominate the blue rib- 
bon race. In bulls one first each went to 
Frank Bradley & Sons, Avon, Illinois; West 
Woodlawn Farms, Creston, Illinois; and A. 
H. “Tex” Spitzer of Pleasant Plains, Illinois. 
In the females one first each went to West 
Woodlawn; George Stoerger & Sons, Mon- 
ticello, Illinois; and John J. Tolan, Pleasant 
Plains, Ilinois. 


Senior and grand champion bull honors 
went to J. Garrett Tolan Farms on the two- 
year old bull, Eileenmere 1550th. A good 
bull last year, placing second in the junior 
yearling class at the International, he is a 
great bull in 1952. This son of the champion 
Eileenmere 500th has flash, masculinity and 
balance. A middle-of-the-road kind of bull 
Eileenmere 1550th may prove to be one of 
the greatest bulls, this famous herd has 
produced. 


Reserve senior and reserve grand cham- 
pion bull was the first prize senior yearling, 
Bradolier 81st, shown by the Bradleys of 
Illinois. A son of Eric B. 10th he has come a 
long way since his senior calf show days. 


Another real eye-filler took the junior 
championship of the bull show—Eric of 
Lakewood, shown by West Woodlawn 
Farms, and bred by L. L. O’Bryan of Wis- 
consin. A son of the $100,000 Prince Eric of 
Sunbeam and out of the famous Blackcap 
Bessie 15th of Ada he has every right to be 
good. For his reserve junior champion 
Judge Kildee gave the nod to the Tolan en- 
try and winner of the senior bull calf class, 
a son of the $75,000 Eva’s Bandolier Lad.

The high quality of the bull show was ex- 
ceeded in the female classes which paraded 
before Judge Kildee. They ran from 11 to 
19 head with quality going farther down the 
line than the money available. Of special 
note was the number of good 4-H and F.F.A. 
heifers brought out in the female classes. 


Senior and grand champion female at IIli- 
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nois was Effiemere 2d of West Woodlawn, 
the first prize two-year old heifer, Breedy, 
smooth and thick this daughter of Black 
Woodlawn 11th is now owned by the Bahler 
Brothers of Cropsey, Illinois, who at present 
are serving their country in Korea. To win 
her first in class she had to defeat 1951 In- 
ternational first and second prize winners, 
one of which was the reserve grand cham- 
pion female. 


Reserve senior champion went to Tolan 
Farms on the first place senior yearling, 
White Gates Edwina. At Springfield, as at 
every show they have made, Edwina and her 


half-sister, White Gates Rosebud Pride, 
stood one-two in class. Both are by Black 
Bardolier of White Gates 3d. 


Junior champion female and _ reserve 
grand champion was shown by John J. To- 
lan—Lady Banmere. This great little heif- 
er, a daughter of Banmere, now chief herd 
sire in the Whitetails Farm herd in Con- 
necticut, gave the grand champion female 
quite a battle for supreme honors. Lady 
Banmere topped the senior heifer calf class 
and was the 1952 Futurity junior champion. 
Blackcap Bradley 12th, second prize senior 
heifer calf for the Bradley herd of Avon, 
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Illinois, was made reserve junior champion. 

Inter-breed grand champion of open steer 
show, under Judge Alex Edwards of the 
University of Illinois, was the right color— 
a Black fed by Jamie Pierce of Creston, 
Illinois. The 1,200 pound “Tomahawk” was 
bred by Tommy Brook of Camp San Saba, 
Texas. Champion Angus steer of the Junior 
show was shown by Betty Hartter, 15, of 
Carlock, Illinois. The calf was sired by Ei- 
leenmere F. 39th. This same young lady in 
the 1949 had the reserve grand champion of 
the International. 


Junior members of the Central Illinois 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association also 
did all right for themselves in the 4-H heif- 
er show, taking all first places. These first 
prize winners were Ted Wixom of Vermont, 
Illinois, who also had champion 4-H club 
heifer; Joan Frietag of Minier, Illinois, who 
had the reserve champion heifer; Daniel 
Hamer of Hartsburg; and Delbert Robe, 
Chapin, Illinois. 


MISSOURI 


Missouri’s “Show Me” State Fair at Sed- 
alia, which annually ranks as one of the na- 
tion’s leading shows, was this year literally 
“taken by storm.” A tornado, which gather- 
ed itself the night before the Angus judg- 
ing show, swept across the fairgrounds on 
the southwest corner of Sedalia, leaving a 
path of slashed tents, twisted steel and flat- 
tened buildings. Passing directly over the 
midway in the wee hours of the morning 
the storm soon turned the area into a heap 
of twisted ferris wheels, splintered beams 
and water soaked Teddy Bears. Personal in- 
juries, however, were comparatively light 
with only one death attributed directly to 
the storm. One family crawled to safety 
from under an overturned house trailer 
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while several herdsmen made a mad dash 
to the cattle barns when the semi-trailer in 
which they were sleeping began bobbing 
like a cork at sea. 


As a result of the devastation the fair- 
grounds was closed to the public on the fol- 
lowing day. Crews of workmen were busy 
throughout the morning and afternoon 
clearing the debris and by evening grand- 
stand activities were able to get underway. 
The Angus show, with Kenneth Litton, 
Round Hill, Virginia, as judge, was delayed 
somewhat but was finally held despite the 
lack of spectators and numerous breeders. 
With 157 head entered it ranked as the top 
show of Missouri’s 1952 “Golden Jubilee” 
beef exhibit. 

When the judging for the day was com- 
pleted, Penney & James, of Hamilton, Mis- 
souri, found itself well out in front with 14 
firsts, 10 seconds and both grand champion- 
ships. Topping the bulls was Homeplace Ei- 
leenmere 183d, an outstanding son of the 
“999th” out of Blueblood Lady of Ida 62d. 
The “183d”, as a two-year-old senior cham- 
pion, was also grand champion at the Ozark 
Empire fair at Springfield. Best of the fe- 
males at Missouri was Homeplace Eisan- 
erica 49th, a top quality daughter of the 
“487th” out of Erica 7th of West Wood- 
lawn. As a senior yearling she also was 
grand champion at Springfield in addition 
to winning her class at the Futurity. 

Other winnings in the bull show went to 
F. M. Bradley and Sons, Avon, Illinois and 
Blackpost Ranch, Olathe, Kansas. With 
Bradolier 81st, a senior yearling sired by 
Eric B. 10th, Bradley took the reserve sen- 
ior and reserve grand championships. This 
well balanced yearling stood second in class 
at the Futurity, won his class and the re- 
serve grand championship at the Illinois 
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Typical of the devastation left by the tornado which

State Fair, and won his class at Wisconsin. 
Junior champion at Missouri was Blackpost 
Ranch’s BPR Prince Furious 1551st, an ex- 
tremely typy summer yearling bull, Re- 
serve junior champion bull was Penney & 
James Homeplace Eileenmere 374th. In the 
bull groups Penney & James made a clean 
sweep taking first with five, three and two 
bulls. 

Stepping into the heifer show, Penney & 
James continued to show the way winning 
ail but the Reserve junior championship, an 
honor that went to S. E. Fifield, of Black- 
post Ranch, on BPR Erianna Erica 5th. 
Standing second to Penney & James’ Home- 
place Eisanerica 49th was Homeplace Blue 
Lady 2d, a senior heifer calf, that was Jun- 
ior and Reserve grand champion. Reserve 
senior champion was Homeplace Kilderica 
5th, a senior yearling heifer. 

In the get-of-sire class Penney & James 
took first on the get of Eileenmere 999th 
while F. M. Bradley was second on Eric B. 
10th. Penney & James won the junior get- 
of-sire with Homeplace Eileenmere 999th 35 
while Triple A was second on Envious Bar- 
dolier 3d. Penney & James came up with 
the best pair of calves as well as the best 
pair of females and the top produce of dam. 


IOWA 


The strongest Aberdeen-Angus show ever 
staged at Des Moines was the live stock fea- 
ture of the 94th annual Iowa State Fair 
August 27th. Not only was quality excep- 
tional but the 182 head competing made it 
one of the largest shows ever held in the

Doddie show so far in 1952. 

To J. Garrett Tolan Farms, Pleasant 
Plains, Illinois, went the senior and grand 
championship bull honors on the eye-filling 
Eileenmere 1550th. This was a repeat pur- 
ple for this two-year old son of Eileenmere 
500th, his previous championship, being two 
weeks earlier at Illinois. 


Penney & James of Hamilton, Missouri 
had reserve senior and reserve grand cham- 
pionship on their massive second place two- 
year old, Homeplace Eileenmere 200th, a 
son of Eileenmere 999th. 

The Missouri herd took the junior bull 
championship with Homepl Eil 
374th, winner of the senior calf class, an 
exceptionally stylish son of Eileenmere 
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999th 35. Judge Kenneth Litton of Round 
Hill, Virginia, named as his reserve junior 
champion Bandolier 523d of Wilton, sum- 
mer yearling first place winner for the Otto 
G. Nobis herd of Davenport, Iowa. This 
burly youngster is a son of Bandolier 123d 
of Wilton. 

Although it was a large show Judge Lit- 
ton worked his classes rapidly, and with a 
sure touch. We doubt if any junior bull and 
heifer classes were ever in, and out, of a 
ring in fewer minutes. 

Blue ribbons in the bull show were divid- 
ed six ways, one each going to J. Garrett 
Tolan Farms; Frank Bradley & Sons, Avon, 
Illinois; Enoch & Bob Johnson, Galva, Iowa; 
Wilton Farms; Penney & James; and Red 
Oak Farms of Rocky Comfort, Missouri. 


The firsts in the great female show were 
more concentrated. The Tolans took three 
firsts, reserve senior and junior champion 
and reserve grand championship. Penney & 
James had two firsts and senior and grand 
champion female honors, plus reserve junior 
championship. The other first in the female 
division was won by Enoch & Bob Johnson 
of Iowa on their summer yearling daughter 
of Prince Lakewood 25th. The Iowa father- 
and-son team won two firsts on the get of 
this bull, the calves being the first sired by 
their son of Prince Sunbeam 19th. 

Senior and grand champion female at Iowa

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ISN’T being advertised, but the GOP 


| is having a hard time finding farm issues 
that can win votes against the Democrats 


come November. Two issues that they 
thought would make hay at the polls have 
all but exploded in their face. 

One is the Brannan Plan. Some farm 
strategists within the Eisenhower camp 
figured attacks on the Agriculture Secre- 
tary’s program would be good campaign 
fodder. 

Trouble is that the Brannan Plan is a 
dead horse. Adlai Stevenson has made it 
pretty clear that: he wants no part of the 
Secretary’s plan, and the same is true of 
othe: leading Democrats, including former 
Agriculture Secretary Clinton Anderson, 
now a Senator from New Mexico. 

So the Republicans who thought that one 
up found, the rug pulled out from under 
them. Some of them may insist on making 
the Brannan program an issue, anyhow, but 
it’s unlikely to be an impressive one with 
voters when the Democrats say they are 
against the Brannan ideas, too. 


Second issue Republicans have been push- 
ing without much success are charges that 
the Democrats “rigged” the grain market 
in ’48 to make votes. Despite magazine pub- 
licity to the contrary, the Democrats have 
pretty good answers for that one. 

When storage space was short in 1948, 
and grain prices fell as a result, Truman 
pointed out that it was a law passed by the 
1946 Republican Congress that prevented 
the Agriculture Department from providing 
adequate storage. Whatever farm faults 
there may be with the Truman Administra- 
tion, and there are plenty, the fact remains 
that the record shows the Republican Con- 
gress did pass a law prior to the ’48 cam- 
paign that restricted storage space. 

After the law was passed, not only Secre- 
tary Brannan, but a leading Republican 
agricultural legislator, Rep. Clifford Hope 
of Kansas, warned that the result would be 
a storage squeeze .. . and lower prices. 

By limiting USDA powers to acquire 
storage, the GOP handed a ready-made °48 
election issue to the Democrats. As might 
have been expected, they took advantage of 
it. To raise it again in '52 could hardly be 
expected to make votes for Republicans in 
farm areas. 


. 

The approach the presidential candidates 
take on price supports is likely to be a more 
important issue than such ancient history as 
the Brannan Plan and who did what to 
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whom in 1948. Both Eisenhower and Steven- 
son are taking a cautious approach. 

Fact is that the party platforms appear 
to promise more than either of the candi- 
dates is willing to approve. Take the case 
of Adlai Stevenson. 

The Illinois governor has a reputation for 
being a careful spender as Democrats go. 
He said recently, in reply to a question on 
subsidies, that they should be reviewed 
often to see if they are doing what they are 
intended to do. 

Stevenson is running on a party platform 


sthat calls for price supports at fixed and 


fairly high level’. He might be interested, 
in light of his desire to review subsidy pro- 
grams, to learn about a recent study by the 
National Grange. ‘ 

The Grange reports that farm commodi- 
ties that were not being supported by the 
federal government were bringing higher 
prices this summer than those that were 
supported. This survey raises the question 
of whether high, fixed subsidies at this time 
are contributing anything to the farmer’s 
real income. 

(Note: Most cattlemen have been opposed 
to federal support of beef prices, and beef 
has not been supported, Market prices for 
beef—which are higher than for most farm 
commodities—pulled up the average of un- 
supported prices in the study by the 
Grange.) 

* 


Eisenhower, like Stevenson, is not likely 
to stress his party platform’s position on 
price support. The platform is not specific, 
but does say that price support should 
“aim” at 100 percent of parity on the mar- 
ket place. 

If the General should make a point of this 
provision, he probably will be careful to say 
that full parity is an “aim” and not a level 
that would be guaranteed by federal spend- 
ing. 

Most of Ike’s farm advisers—Sen. Frank 
Carlson of Kansas, GOP Official Robert K. 
Goodwin of Iowa, and Ike’s brother, Milton 
Eisenhower—think farmers could use fewer 
federal dollars than they are now getting. 


Cattlemen have anxious eyes on both 
U. S. borders these days. Both North and 
South, in Canada and Mexico, where foot- 
and-mouth is now declared whipped, the 
way is opening or will be opened for im- 
ports of livestock. 

The Mexican border was reopened or 
September 1. Certification that animals are 
free of foot-and-mouth is being required, 


and stock is being checked at border points. 

Although Canadian officials have said 
their country is now free of the disease, 
USDA livestock authorities, at this writing, 
had not opened the border for imports into 
this country. The American experts were 
taking a wait-and-see attitude. 

Meanwhile, however, reports from Canada 
were saying that “export of both cattle and 
meat to the U. S. will be resumed shortly.” 


Cattlemen in the West are going to have 
a lot more competition from other parts of 
the country in the future, as government 
livestock experts view the outlook. 

Forage esperts of the U. S., attending 
the recent iaternational grasslands confer- 
ence in Pennsylvania, pointed out that meat 
production in America is only about half of 
what it could be if present knowledge of 
range and pasture practices were Put to 
work across the country. 

Great possibilities for expansion were 
noted in the Midwest, Southern, and East- 
ern states. 

Importance of “grassland farming” to 
good diet was stressed at the conference. 
“Widespread application of the principle of 
grassland farming,” said one scientist, “can 
do more than anything else since the begin- 
ning of civilization toward méeting . 
proper nutritional levels throughout the 
world.” 

(Note: Widespread efforts to expand 
grassland agriculture is reflected in current 
Agriculture Department programs. For ex- 
ample, more and higher conservation pay- 
ments will be made to farmers than in the 
past for clearing and improving range and 
pasture.)

RECORD BEEF SUPPLY IN 
SIGHT FOR COMING YEAR 

America’s meat consumers will have the 
largest supply of beef in history next year, 
if producers continue to build up cattle 
herds as they have during the first half of 
the year, the American Meat Institute re- 
ports. 

“The nation’s cattle population,” said the 
Institute, “may increase to a record 92 to 
93 million head by the end of 1952. 

“An increase of 4 to 5 million head is ex- 
pected for the present year. An increase of 
6 million head during 1951 raised cattle 
numbers to a record 88 million head on 
January 1, 1952. 

“Commercial cattle slaughter for the 
January-June period was 8,142,000 head 
compared to 7,769,000 for the corresponding 
period of last year.”

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due Chicago Market trends 


NNTY OF CORN! That expression is 
music to the ears of the average corn- 
lt cattle feeder and when he hears it his 
face cracks in a smile that reaches from ear 
to ear. Weather conditions in the midwest 
during the early part of this year were a bit 
uncertain and early in the summer many 
farmers were still in doubt about their corn 
crop. But, it was not long before it became 
apparent that corn in the midwest was go- 
ing to be favored by good growing condi- 
tions. Outside of the cornbelt the weather 
was much drier than usual and in some sec- 
tions of the South, Northeast and Southern 
plains and some other scattered areas 
drought conditions prevailed. As the sum- 
mer progressed it became even more evident 
that the corn crops would be plentiful and 
now the Department of Agriculture esti- 
mates that a crop of a calculated 3,136 mil- 
lion bushels would be seven per cent over 
1951, but only four per cent above the aver- 
age of the last ten years. 

To some extent the expected big corn 
crop made itself felt in the market for 

‘stocker and feeder cattle during the month 
of August and some sharp changes were 
noted in the stocker and feeder cattle trade. 

When the corn-belt farmer-feeder realizes 
there is to be plenty of corn his immediate 
recction is to speculate on how many more 
cattle he is going to be able to feed during 
the coming year. When this is determined 
he usually moves into the market for re- 
placements as was the case this year. Slow 
stocker and feeder markets early in the 
summer and resistance to asking prices was 
forgotten during August as broad demand 
and better prices developed when the big 
corn crop was pretty well along. 

Just a month ago stocker and feeder sell- 
ing was moving along at a slightly below 
normal pace as lower fat cattle markets 
made the cattle feeder a little more cau- 
tious. Many feeders felt then that they 
could afford to wait a while before making 
their replacement purchases and thus effect 
a bit of a price saving. But they were doom- 
ed to disappointment as all grades and 
weights of stockers and feeders found active 
outlet at higher price levels. In many in- 
stances costs were several dollars above 
rates prevailing late in August. 

Contracting of cattle and calves on the 
range continued at a slow pace during Au- 
gust and volume was considerably below a 
year ago. At the same time the market 
traffic of replacement stock was modest. 
Some late rains made for improved summer 
pasture and producers withheld their offer- 
ings. 

Offerings of stockers and feeders during 
the past couple of months have been made 
up largely of calves and bigger cattle with 
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the run of yearlings as very light. This con- 
dition is partly due to the high prices paid 
for thin cattle in 1951. Big prices attracted 
a larger percentage of calves and cut into 
this year’s yearling supply. Those producers 
who did hold yearlings back last year, now 
are in possession of calves and two-year- 
olds, but few yearlings. 

Cornbelt cattle feeders have shown a good 
deal of interest in the supplies of two-way 
cattle offered recently and they successfully 
competed with packer buyers for many of 
these kinds, including quite a few cattle of 
only medium quality. At Chicago these cat- 
tle showed price gains of 50 cents or more 
during the month of August. 

One of the features of the cattle market 
at Chicago during the month of August was 
the liberal] marketings that kept all buying 
interests well supplied with fat cattle. Re- 
ceipts of cattle at Chicago in August were 
the biggest for any month since November, 
1956, the total at more than 160,000 head 
was third largest for August since 1946. The 
quality of the supply was high as many 
loads of choice and prime medium weight 
and heavy steers were included. Many of 
these longer fed steers had been held for 
considerably longer than had been planned 
at the time they were purchased as feeders. 

During August an extremely broad de- 
mand was found for most of the choice and 
prime cattle and some sharp price gains 
were registered in all weights of the better 
fed selections. Just before the end of Au- 
gust a reaction set in and much of the ad- 
vance was erased, although closing rates 
were still well above prices paid late in July. 
Top for the month was $36.00 and the bulk 
of the good to prime selections bulked at 
$31.00 to $35.75. Meanwhile, the market for 
the plainer cattle and grass fed offerings 
was only “catch-as-catch-can” as nearly all 
buying interests favored longer fed and 
heavier stock. 

The improved demand for cattle with 
weight was a life-saver for many a cattle 
feeder who had been determined not to sell 


his cattle until some price recovery had been 
effected. As was mentioned in this column 
just a month ago, the cornbelt is well sup- 
plied with cattle that tip the beam at from 
1,300 to 1,500 pounds and a good many cat- 
tle were bigger than 1,600 pounds. These 
cattle began to move to market in July as 
their owners realized that they were get- 
ting too big for the trade, but at that time 
lighter weights were in favor. This condition 
reversed in August and cattle with weight 
enjoyed the best market in months. Holders 
of the heavy weights were not slow to real- 
ize a good thing when they saw it. They un- 
loaded many of the big cattle on the Chi- 
cago market. 

Another feature of the market at Chicago 
was the scarcity of cows of all grades and 
weights. This shortage contributed to a 
price rise and selling prices were sharply 


- above rates that were in force during July. 


Selected weighty beef cows were selling as 
high as $24.00. Most of the beef types sold 
at $22.00 and less. The shortage of cows 
during August was partly due to the small 
supply that arrived out of the southwest. 

For many years a hog disease, vesicular 
exanthema, has been found in the state of 
California, primarily in garbage fed hogs, 
but about a month ago cases of this disease 
popped up in widely separated locations in 
more than 12 states. The disease is appar- 
ently easily spread, but luckily it does not 
affect other farm animals or humans. 

As a result of the rapid spread of the dis- 
ease in the mid-western states, the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture proclaimed a state of 
emergency in a number of areas where it 
was known that the disease existed. No hogs 
originating in a quarantined area were al- 
lowed to be moved from one state to an- 
other except to an approved packing house 
for immediate slaughter. Animals found to 
be unfit for food were processed for tank- 
age, while those that passed inspection were 
processed so that this virus might not pass 
on to other hogs. This disease factor was in- 
strumental in cutting into market receipts

STOCK SHOW 
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The Best Age For Vaccination 


Every once in a while someone asks us a 
question regarding the best age to vaccinate 
calves against Bang’s disease. A little un- 
certainty on this point is natural since it’s 
common knowledge that supposedly immune 
heifers sometimes abort because of Bang’s 
disease. It’s also well-known that occasional 
animals fail to “clear up” following vaccina- 
tion and remain as reactors to the blood test 
for long periods afterward. With such un- 
desirable possibilities recognized, owners 
frequently wonder if they can’t be avoided 
by vaccination at the right age. The facts

are slightly disappointing, since the correct 
vaccination age for preventing one trouble 
tends to encourage the other. 


Calves are naturally highly resistant to 
Bang’s disease for several weeks after birth, 
and any germs that happen to be picked up 
are soon eliminated from their bodies, Vac- 
cination, of course, consists of injecting a 
harmless variety of living germs so animals 
can build up increased resistance against 
the harmful Bang’s germs given off by in- 
fected cattle. These harmless germs have to 
remain in the body for some time in order 
for resistance to be built up. 


Unfortunately, when they’re injected into 
animals already highly resistant, the germs 
have a good chance of being eliminated be- 
fore they do any good. As might be expect- 
ed under such conditions, calves soon “clear 
up” following vaccination and don’t remain 
as reactors to the blood test for very long. 
However, the complete lack of resistance in 
such animals allows them to become easily 
infected with Bang’s germs so abortions are 
likely to result later. Then owners frequent- 
ly claim that calfhood vaccination is no 
good. Such misfortunes can be largely pre- 
vented by vaccinating the calves when 
they’re a little older, but this practice has a 
disadvantage, too. 

These older animals have little natural 
resistance, so the germs injected at vaccina- 
tion time don’t leave the body very fast. 
Consequently, a strong resistance is gener-

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ally established which is pretty sure to pre- 
vent later abortions. However, the long stay 
of the germs may cause animals to react to 
the blood test for indefinite periods. Failure 
to “clear up” may prevent their sale or 
cause a herd to lose certification, since 
there’s no way of telling a vaccination reac- 
tion from one due to actual infection with 
dangerous germs. 

Most states define a calfhood vaccinate 
as an animal that is vaccinated between 
four and eight months of age, so owners us- 
ually have two choices. They can vaccinate 
the animals young and be reasonably sure 
that they'll soon clear up to the blood test 
without being sure that they won’t abort 
later on. On the other hand, they can vac- 
cinate older animals and be pretty sure that 
they won’t abort while running the risk of 
them remaining as more or less permanent 
reactors to the blood test. The owner is us- 
ually the best judge of what he wants to do 
when the facts are known. 

For our own part we favor a “middle of 
the road” course in this matter. You can’t 
expect to win all the time, no matter what 
you do. However, you can vaccinate those 
calves at six months of age with reasonable 
assurance of satisfactory resistance and a 
clean blood test within the next eight 
months, too. No other age gives you a bet- 
ter chance of avoiding the two big undesir- 
able features of calfhood vaccination, so 
we’re inclined to think it’s the best time for 
doing the job. 


DEATH OF J. G. HANLIN 


One of the oldest Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ers in the east, Jacob G. Hanlin of Elk Gar- 
den, West Virginia, died June 15 at the age 
of 80.

| DEOPLE OF MANY NATIONALITIES, 

various degrees in life and of varied 
avocations have been breeders of the Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle. 


Perhaps one of the most romantic char- 
acters to be engaged in the industry was 
Rob Roy, the popular name of Robert M’- 
Gregor, a celebrated Scottish outlaw, whose 
singular adventures entitled him to be con- 
sidered the Robin Hood of Scotland. 

He was born between the years 1657 and 
1660, and was the second son of Donald M’- 
Gregor of Glengyle, by a daughter of Camp- 
bell of Glenlyon. Rob Roy, in consequence of 
the outlawry in 1660, of the clan M’Gregor 
by the Scottish parliment, assumed the 
name Campbell. In Gaelic, the name Roy 
signifies red, and was applied to him from 
his ruddy complexion and color of hair. Rob 
Roy received a fair education, and in his 
youth was distinguished for his skill in the 
use of the broadsword, in which the uncom- 
mon length of his arms was of much ad- 
vantage. It was said that he could, without 
stooping, tie the garters of his Highland 
hose, which are placed two inches below 
the knee. 

Like many of the Highland proprietors of 
the period Rob Roy delt in, grazing and 
rearing native black polled cattle for the

English market. These were the ancestors 
of today’s Angus. He took a tract of land 
for this purpose in Balquhidder; but his 
herds were so often stolen by banditti from 
Inverness, Koss and Sutherland, that, to 
protect himself, he had to maintain a party 
of armed men, to which may be attributed 
the warlike habits he afterward acquired. 
He also protected his neighbors’ flocks and 
herds, in return for which he levied a tax, 
which went under the name of “black mail”. 


Rob Roy married a daughter of the laird 
of Glenfalloch, shortly after which he ac- 
quired the estates of Craig Royston and 
Inversnaid, near the head of Loch Lomond. 
In consequence of losses incurred in un- 
successful speculations in cattle, for which 
he had borrowed money from the Duke of 
Montrose, Rob Roy lost his estates, which 
were seized by the duke, on account of this 
debt. Rob Roy rendered desperate by his 
misfortunes, collected a band of about twen- 
ty followers, and made open war upon the 
duke, sweeping away all of the cattle of 
the district, and intercepting the rents of 
his tenants. That this could happen at so 
late a period, and in the immediate neigh- 
borhood of the garrison of Stirling, Dum- 
barton, and Glasgow, appears almost in- 
credible; but Rob Roy enjoyed the protec- 
tion of the Duke of Argyle and the respect 
of the country people, who gave him time- 
ly information of the designs of his enemies. 


Numberless stories are still current in 
the neighborhood of Loch Lomond and Loch 
Katrine of his hairbreadth escapes from 
captured by the troops. At one time, a re- 
ward of 1.000 English pounds was offered 
for his head, in consequence of which he 
was obliged to take shelter in a cave at the 
base of Ben Lomond, on the banks of the 
lake, which in former times afforded a 
secure retreat to Robert the Bruce.

Many instances have also been recorded 
of his kindness to the poor, whose wants he 
often supplied at the expense of the rich. 
Rob Roy was not the commonplace maraud- 
er of the Seottish Highlands that many 
people think him, He gave his sons a good 
education and died peaceably in his bed 
about the year 1738. His funeral was at- 
tended by all the people of the district, with 
the exception of the partisans of his enemy, 
the Duke of Montrose. Rob Roy’s exploits 
have been immortalized by Sir Walter Scott 
in his celebrated novel Rob Roy, written in 
1817. 

An interesting fact is, that in the list of 
subscribers to Keith’s History of the Af- 
fairs of Church and State in Scotland, pub- 
lished in 1734, there occurs the name “Rob- 
ert Macgregor, alias Rob Roy”.

For the lack of something else to do I put down the prices paid for the service bulls as I remember 
them. The bulls bought, cost $120,000.00 in sales. I don’t know what their total worth would be for the 
raised bulls include Kinlochmere 23d, last International Junior Champion bull. Then Prince Eric Esquire 
was International Reserve Grand Champion Bull after Mr. Adams purchased him. I believe it would take 
a half million dollars to buy these service bulls if they were for sale at any price. I would say we are 
really offering something rather rare and surely foundation cows in the twenty-seven bred heifers. 


Jimmie Keister told me something the other day that I believe is worth passing on to you, and that 
is: “Ken, the ‘Spotlight’ Sale is the place to buy. My best cattle come out of that sale and do you know 
it is the only sale where you can buy the tops from most of those herds?” He also told me his neighbor 
at Roanoke got three nice heifer calves out of the three bred heifers he bought out of the 1951 Spotlight 
Sale and that they are good milkers. We are not foolish enough to think that all reports would be that 
good, but we are thankful our percentage is above the fifty mark. 


These twenty-five open heifers are something to write home about, first off we have our first Sun- 
beam Barbarosa in this group, our first Gammer, our first Tolan Blackcap Missie, a Blackcap Bessie 
and two Ballindalloch Georginias. Gosh! they are what the doctor ordered. Strictly open, never been 
served and no chance of any disease of any sort, something well worth considering. Dave, if each of 
these would stay in Virginia it would really be a lift to our breeding program. 


Miss Julia, has the Sunday Night party all lined up at the Springfield Club at Warrenton to com- 
mence at 6:00 p. m. “Mommie” Litton has a box lunch all set up for sale day. Wonder if you could jog 
up Hubert’s memory about getting us some cushions for the bleachers, it would be mighty comforting to 
a body’s back side. See you soon.

CAUSE OF DEADLY X-DISEASE 


At least one cause of the mysterious and 
costly malady known as “X disease” of cat- 
tle has been traced to chlorinated naphtha- 
lene compounds. 

Dr. Dennis Sikes, staff veterinarian for 
the Agricultural Experiment Station, Uni- 
versity of Tennessee, made the discovery 
recently after four years’ intensive research. 

The deadly X or “horny-skin” disease, 
first described in New York State in 1947, 
has had research scientists baffled. They 
had been able to produce symptoms of the 

» disease in controlled experiments by feeding 
lubricants and exposing animals to complex 
wood preservatives, but were not able to 
determine the specific chemical compound 
which produced the disease. 

Since 1949 six State Experiment Stations, 
including the U-T Station, have been co- 
operating with the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture Bureau of Animal Industry, 
trying to find the cause. Over 3,000 head of 
cattle in Tennessee alone have been affected 
and slaughtered because of the malady, 
since 1947. A number of valuable purebred 
herds have been affected and calf produc- 
tion in such herds ceased after a period. 

Dr. Sikes produced the disease in three 
unaffected young animals by daily doses of 
penta-chloronaphthalene. One animal used 
as a pilot test to determine the amount of 
the compound necessary to cause death in 
a short period, was given 15 grams daily for 
13 days. It was autopsied on the seventeenth 
day because of its morbid condition. 

The other animals were given graduated 
doses over a period of 40 days as follows: 
10 days, one gram each; 10 days, two grams; 
10 days, three grams; 10 days, four grams. 

At the end of this period the animals had 
developed all of the symptoms observed in 
naturally occurring field cases. Further evi- 
dence of the symptoms of the disease were 
verified by autopsy. 

A check animal of comparable size and 
age which was housed with and fed the 
same ration as the other animals, but none 
of the compound, gained 175 pounds in the 
120 day test period and showed no signs of 
the discase. 

Chlorinated naphthalenes are widely used 
in industry in crankcase oils, as an ingredi- 
ent in penetrating oils and greases, wood 
preservatives, as well as in some other 
products.

KILLED IN FARM ACCIDENT

Burial was in Prairie Home Cemetery, New

John (Johannes) Skadberg was born in 
Sarnes, Norway, December 28, 1893.

If your cattle get a chance to lick grease 
and oil from your farm machinery, some of 
them may end up with hyperkeratosis (X- 
disease). 

That’s the statement of Dr. R. P. Link 
of the University of Illinois College of Vet- 
erinary Medicine. He returned recently from 
a meeting at the University of Tennessee 
where scientists from 17 State Agricultural 
Experiment Stations met with representa- 
tives from the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture to compare results of their research 
on hyperkeratosis. 

Scientists also advise that crankcase oil, 
old oil drums and similar containers should 
be kept away from cattle, Dr. Link states. 
And drainage from around grease racks and 
machinery sheds should not be allowed to 
contaminate cattle lots and pastures.

LIMESTONE STILL TOPS 
IN SOIL BUILDING 

Limestone may still make more money 
for you than any fertilizer you can buy. 

A. L. Lang, University of Illinois soils 
man, says that in the average rotation crops 
and leaching losses take about 500 pounds 
of limestone an acre a year. On that basis 
most fields will need two tons about every 
six to eight years. Some fields need four to 
five tons an acre to build up the lime needs 
to begin with. 

Four tons of limestone on the Browns- 
town experiment field between 1948 and 
1951 increased corn yields from 27 to 53 
bushels, soybean yields from 15 to 21 bush- 
els, wheat from 4 to 11 bushels, and hay 
yields from 400 to 2,600 pounds. 

When phosphate and potassium were used 
in addition to limestone, corn during the 
same period produced 82 bushels, soybeans 
29 bushels and wheat 18 bushels, and the 
hay yield was more than two tons. 

Plantings with phosphate and potassium 
but no lime gave only 37 bushels of corn, 
17 of soybeans, five of wheat and less than 
half a ton of hay.

In 1948 she 
purchased another steer, named “Shorty”, 
and started out by winning the Grand 
Championship over all breeds at the Wood- 
ford show. At Illinois “Shorty” won his 
class, was Reserve Champion Angus and 
stood third in the open class, At the Inter- 
national he stood 12th in class. 


In 1949 the first progeny of Betty’s orig- 
inal heifer was ready to make the show cir- 
cuit. “Lucky Strike,” as the steer was cal- 
led, turned out to be a champion in all the 
shows. After topping the entries at the Cen- 
tral Illinois field day, he moved to the 
Woodford show to take his class and the 
Grand Championship over all. At the IIli- 
nois State Fair he won his class, was cham- 
pion 4-H Angus, Reserve Grand Champion 
of the Junior show and champion Angus in 
the open class. At the Heart of Illinois Ex- 
position, Peoria, he was also champion steer. 
At the International he started off by win- 
ning his class and continued on by taking 
the Reserve Grand Championship of the 
Junior show, first in class in open competi- 
tion and champion summer yearling in the 
open class. At auction Lucky Strike sold to 
the Stevens hotel for $1.60 per pound, 
weighing 1040 pounds at the time. In 1951, 
“Chubby,” a junior calf was selected by 
Betty for show activity. Last year at the 
International he stood third in class. This 


year, in competition at the Illinois State 
Fair he was named champion Angus of the 
show and Reserve Grand Champion of the 
inter-breed competition. 


Another 4-H’er who has done outstanding 
work along beef cattle lines is Delbert Rahe. 
Delbert started in the business in 1943 when 
he purchased five head of heifers in part- 
nership with his dad from the Stanley 
Pierce and Sons herd at Creston, Illinois. 
Since that time their herd has grown to in- 
clude 35 head of cows. Delbert’s first show 
entries were a heifer and steer, the steer 
winning an “A” rating and the heifer plac- 
ing first and taking Grand Championship 
at the county fair. In 1944 he took a pair 
of seconds on two heifers and a pair of first 
and a championship on two steers. Taking 
the steers to Chicago he placed 4th and 
16th. In group competition in which he was 
entered, his county placed second while the 
Illinois state group, of 10 head, also placed 
second. With another fat steer in 1945 he 
picked up another “A” rating and a reserve 
championship. In 1946 he went one better 
to take a grand championship. With two 
heifers in 1947 he won two firsts plus the 
grand and reserve championship at the 
county fair, At the state these same heifers 
placed second and fourth. A steer which 
placed’ first and was champion at the coun- 
ty the same year placed fourth in state 
competition. A grand champion steer and

After this prayer Isaiah sent a message te 
Hezekiah telling him that Gpd had heard 
his prayer. He promised Hezekiah and his 
people a complete deliverance from the As- 
syrians, and assured them, as a sign or 
pledge of that event, that there should be 
an abundant supply of provisions for two 
years, from the spontaneous productions of 
the land. He said: “And this shall be a sign 
unto you, you shall eat this year such things 
as grow of themselves, and in the second 
year that which springs of the same; and in 
the third year you are to sow, and reap, and 
plant vineyards, and eat the fruits thereof.” 
Thus God promised Hezekiah that his land 
should be free from invasion, and it should 
be cultivated in peace. 


It is quite interesting to note how the 
population in those early days often went 
one or two years at a time without planting 
any crops. They appear to have had enough 


food, from the vegetation, trees, and vines 
which came up voluntarily, to supply their 
needs. Of course we must realize that the 
population per square mile at that time was 
very much smaller than it is today. It would 
also appear that the land at that time was 
somewhat richer in minerals and other sub- 
stances which made for greater productivity 
And the very fact that the land was left 
fallow at times helped to enrich the soil. 

It is most interesting to look back 
through the pages of history and see how 
the people of the very early days looked 
upon agriculture, and what an important 
place it held in the economy of that time. 
Essentially the same agriculture was in 
vogue in the early biblical days as in our 
own day and generation. 

In our next article we shall look further 
into the subject of reaping the harvest in 
the biblical days.

and a cow as much as eighteen hundred 
pounds. 

There is something to say in favor of 
showing the older animals and of course 
there is a great deal to say in favor of 
limiting the show classes to the immature 
animals as is done today. The greatest ad- 
vantage of allowing any age to show was 
that it afforded the opportunity for the an- 
imals to demonstrate the utmost develop- 
ment that could be attained, whereas the 
things most important in limiting the age to 
young animals for show purposes is to in- 
sure against injury from a long period of 
high condition and to allow for both bulls 
and females to be put to work in the breed- 
ing herd at an earlier age. 

Along with the showing and marketing 
of our cattle at younger ages, there has 
come in my opinion a tendency to produce 
a somewhat smaller and a little more com- 
pactly built animal which is a step in the 
right direction if limiting the size is not 
carried too far. A few years ago there were 
indications that we might be going too far 
in that direction judging by the number of 
so called pony cattle which were appearing 
in our showrings. However, this fad, and I 
believe it was only a fad, for pony type an- 
imals, fortunately for our breed, seems to 
have run its course with the result that a 
majority of the breeders today, although 
keeping in sight the compactly built lowset 
animal, »are not overlooking the fact that 
proper wight for age is an extremely im- 
portant factor and it is being more gener- 
ally accepted all the time that proper size 
can be maintained in Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle without sacrificing any of the qualities 
which have made them superior in the beef 
producing field. It is certain that no one 
wants a large coarse animal. On the other- 
hand the small pony type is not practical. 
The type in between these two extremes or 
what is generally known as the medium 
type or medium sized animal, compactly 
built and lowset and with enough rugged- 
ness to meet all conditions will be preferred 
by practical breeders. 

And I predict that this will be the kind 
of an Angus which will most generally meet 
with the approval of both the breeder and 
the commercial producer of the future. And 
that it will be the kind of an Angus that 
our breeders will strive to still further im- 
prove upon and to ever increase in number.

The decline from 60 acres of producing 
apple trees to none on the Hodges farm is 
not an isolated case. Other Virginia growers 
are up against the same problem—years of 
battling insect pests with chemical sprays 
only to have their orchards taken over by 
a scab which seems resistant to everything 
available.

cattle. Fortunately Virginia has many good 
herds from which to draw foundation ma- 
terial. Cattle were bought on the practical 
basis of thickness of fleshing and substance. 
A bull that left many good heifers in the 
herd was Blackcap Eileenmere 40th, a son 
of Eileenmere 190th. Following him has 
been Amandale Bandolier 9th, a son of 
Wintonian 5th out of a Glencarnock Blue 
Lady dam. He has been setting a lot of type 
and uniformity in his get. When the farm 
was visited heifers were being picked for 
various Virginia consignment sales, In no 
case was it necessary to say “That one 
won’t do,” or “We'll let you know later on 
this one.” Rather it was a matter putting 
together combinations of bred and open 
heifers to fit the needs of the various sales. 
All of the candidates were the kind that 
would do. 

With the exception of a yearly outlay of 
around $600—mostly for protein—the 180 
Doddies at Arbor Hill are maintained on 
homegrown rations. The high lime content 
of the soil on the Hodges farm, and in the 
vicinity, makes for grass and legumes with 
a lot of “strength” and a high protein con- 
tent. And while the farm is not on an all- 
grass basis good roughage plays the major 
part in the herd care. 

Those who have never seen, or fed, hay 
of the quality which Dayton Hodges insists 
on for his Angus herd don’t know what good 
rpughage is like. It is green and leafy, of 
“rabbit hay” quality and the Doddies will 
eat it first before they eat their grain. 

Roughage of this quality just doesn’t hap- 
pen for it rains in Virginia during the hay- 
ing season just as it does over most of the 
Doddie belt. The Hodges hay, around 150 
tons a year, is heat dried. An old country 
school house on the farm is the main part 
of the drying unit. It was converted into a 
hay drier at a cost of $400, Another $2,400 
was spent for the heat unit, tanks, fans, 
motor and conduits that takes the heated 
air into the building. The old school house 
has two rooms, each handling around 10 
tons of baled hay. One unit is emptied and 
refilled while the hay on the other side is 
drying. Around 30 hours is required to run 
the moisture content down from the wilted 
stage in which it is baled to the dry stage 
which permits safe storage in the cattle 
barns. If the outside air is dry the heat is 
turned off during part of the process; but

most of the time it is necessary to blow 
heated air into the building. The floor of 
the old school house has 16,000 one-inch 
holes bored with an electric drill. “A job 
we did in the winter when there wasn’t too 
much else to do.” 

One might think that the amount of heat- 
dried hay at Arbor Hill would be short of 
winter needs. For one thing this high-qual- 
ity hays goes farther—“I have found that 
one bale of this top hay will go as far, and 
the cattle will do better, then with two 
bales of good hay cured in the field.” Then, 
too, it is possible for the cattle to be out 
grazing most of the winter and pastures are 
set aside for this purpose. 

R. W. Moore & Son, Staunton 

A commercial cattle operation unique in 
its simplicity of operation is that of R. W. 
Moore, near Staunton. Mr. Moore runs 225 
Doddie cows; on a nearby farm his son, 
Jack, has a 100 head commercial herd. 

“From the time they are dropped until 
the time they go to market our cattle are 
never off sod,” the Virginia cattleman ex- 
plains. It is a system of rearing and hand- 
ling which makes for a minimum of disease 
trouble and low over-head. 

In the Moore herd the bulls run with the 
cows at all times. As a result calving is a 
year around proposition. Winters are usual- 
ly mild and the winter calves do about as 
well as those dropped in the spring or fall. 
All calves are weaned at five to six months 
of age and are in ready demand from cattle 
feeders. As a result of the breeding and 
selling: program sizable bunches of calves 
are moving off the farm every month or six 
weeks. 

The Moore farm consists of 1,650 acres 
of rolling, productive land of which all but 
35 acres is in permanent pasture, To the 
west the Blue Ridge Mountains form a 
majestic backdrop. The farm is seeded to a 
mixture of timothy, orchard grass and 
clovers which provides year around grazing 
—part of the pastures being reserved for 


winter feed—and the hay that is fed during 
the worst of the winter. The pastures get a 
treatment of 500 pounds of fertilizer per 
acre every five years. 

Start of the Moore herd was at the In- 
ternational Live Stock Exposition in Chi- 
cago in 1938. At that time the well known 
Hadley commercial herd of Nebraska had 
twenty heifers in the yards, along with the 
feeder calves being shown. Mr. Moore took 
the Sand Hills heifers and later added ten 
more to go with them. All of the 225 cows 
now in the commercial herd are descended 
from this original purchase. In fact there 
are still a few of the Hadley cows still in 
the herd, although they are getting some 
age on them. 

Eight bulls are run with the cows. The 
bulls now being used represent an invest- 
ment of $700 to $2,500. The latter bull was 
selected to run with some select cows of 
known producing ability to sire replacement 
heifers. Around twenty-five heifers are now 
added to the breeding herd each year. 

The first bull used was an intensely Earl 
Marshall bred bull secured from Holmes 
Thompson in Indiana. The buying was done 
by mail. “When the bull arrived he was 
more than satisfactory. As a sire he worked 
a lot of improvement.” 

Gilnockie Farms, Haywood 

Sixteen years ago, after a number of 
years of general farming, Frank Armstrong 
decided to change over to a live stock pro- 
gram built around Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 
A successful industrialist and merchant be- 
fore turning agriculturist the Virginian is, 
and was, a great believer in the practical. 
Thirty-six cows and a bull were bought. 
Basis of their acquisition was that they were 
beef cattle, and not too high in price, 
around $175 a head. No attempt was made 
to buy families popular in 1936. 

In the matter of his herd bull selections 
Mr. Armstrong realized that a good bull 
could make a herd, and that a poor bull

could drop it to oblivion. So he relied 
largely on the judgment of three men— 
Chas. T. Neale, veteran breeder of Gordons- 
ville; Kenneth Litton of Highlands; and the 
late Kenneth McGregor. The first bull used 
was a son of Revolution of Page 11th; the 
second a son of Bandolier of Anoka and out 
of an Earl Marshall bred dam. Both bulls 
worked marked improvement and led Mr. 
Armstrong to realize that the female end 
of the herd needed some strengthening to 
keep up with the quality of the sires. Two 
later bulls followed to leave their share of 
thick, breedy daughters. One was Epponian 
of Gilnockie, a grandson of the champion 
Epponian 8th of Rosemere and out of a 
Blackeap Revolution-Perinthian dam, He 
came on during the war years and was 
shown only once, standing second in class 
in the strong Dutchess County show. Bell 
Boy G. 12th was the other Gilnockie bull of 
recent years who performed well in the 
breeding pen. He was a grandson of Bell 
Boy A. His daughters have nicked well with 
the bulls in use today at Gilnockie. 


At Gilnockie there has been a constant 
program of culling and re-culling as herd 
numbers grew. But what really put Gil- 
nockie in the cattle business was the pur- 
chase in 1947, at the first Angus Valley 
Production sale, of the yearling bull, Black 
Peer 7th of Angus Valley. We remember 
the sale well, and that Sunbeam circuit, for

it was on this trip that we first got to know 
Harvey Cornwell, the Gilnockie manager. 
Harvey is quiet, a student of individual- 
ity and pedigree, and a real cattleman. He 
was not looking for another good bull—he 
was looking for “the” bull, one that would 
put the Virginia herd on the map. Black 
Peer 7th a month before had stood second 
in an International class of twenty-six head. 
But we remember Harvey Cornwell, the 
morning before the Angus Valley sale, 
spending a lot of time re-examining the 
young bull, his sire, Prince Sunbeam 105th, 
and his dam, a granddaughter of Esquire 
of Bordulac. By sale time his mind was 
made up, we afterward learned. It took 
$10,000 to buy the young bull, for he was the 
favorite of several other breeders. 

At Gilnockie Black Peer 7th of Angus 
Valley has done a great job where he has 
earned the name of “The Typesetter.” Mr. 
Armstrong can mention that one of his 
daughters, a great granddaughter of one of 
the original $175 cows sold in the past year 
for considerably more than the original 
foundation herd of .36 head cost him, In 
Gilnockie’s first production sale the past 
spring a son sold for $15,000 while the aver- 
age on five sons and grandsons was $5,870. 
A daughter sold for $11,600, two others for 
$4,000. As one breeder rémarked after the 
sale the female average of $2,063 in an 
auction with no “hot” families was fitting 
tribute to the value of using good bulls. 


A son of “the 7th”, Black Peer 3d of Gil- 
nockie, is being used. He is out of a grand- 
daughter of the champion Envious Blackcap 
B. 6th. Last year Harvey Cornwell did a lot 
of traveling and looking for a junior sire to 
use in the Virginia herd. The trip ended in 
Oklahoma at the Angus Valley sale where 
another son of Prince Sunbeam 105th 
caught his eye. Out of a top daughter of the 
old champion Eileenmere 85th Black Peer 
66th of Angus Valley is much the same type 
as his half brother—that “look of the eagle 
in his eye,” as Dave Canning describes it. 
So the “66th” has made the trip back to 
Virginia and while he has been in service 
he probably will be campaigned this fall. 


Although Black Peer 7th of Angus Valley 
is six years old, and has seen heavy service, 
he still has the style and arrogance that 
made him so outstanding as a calf, This, 
plus his natural thickness and maturity 
makes him even more impressive than he 
was younger. Seeing a bull of this caliber 
makes one wish that aged bull classes were 
still allowable at major shows.
